DRIVE MOUNTING REQUIREMENTS 


MOUNTING SCREW FIXING 

When the mounting screw holes on the side of the drive are used, then 
use only the two pairs of outer holes. Do not use the center hole in 
conjunction with only one of the outer holes. The screw must not penetrate 


the drive 
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CAUTION 

Installing mounting screws with 
excessive lengths will damage the 
drive, 


GROUNDING 
Sufficient grounding will be provided for correct operation when the drive 
is screwed into an electrically grounded frame. 


ORIENTATION 
The disk drives can be mounted in any orientations. 


COOLING 
‘Allow space above and below the drive to provide for adequate air fiow. 


Fan cooling is recommended. The disk enclosure temperature, measured

CAUTION 
Plug an IDE interlace cable connector into °C1* on Fujitsu hard disk drive. The stripped or 
colored edge of the IDE interface cable connector must match “Pin-1" on the drive connector as 
shown in the left Figure. (The connector will only fit in one rientation as the projection on the 
connector fits into a slot on "C1". Do not force the cable connector into the drive connector.)

4. PARTITIONING AND FOMATTING (using DOS 5.0 or later) 


CAUTION : Partitioning or formatting a drive erases all data on the disk. 
In case of replacing a drive, which now is the operating system startup drive, be sure to create a 
bootable DOS system diskette that has FDISK.EXE and FORMAT.COM from your operating system, 
before starting the following. For details please refer to the MS-DOS manual. 


Drive partitioning 


1. Insert a bootable DOS diskette that has the FDISK.EXE into your diskette drive and power on your computer. 
At the A : prompt type FDISK, press ENTER follow the instructions on the screen. 


Drive formatting 

2. Insert a DOS program diskette that has the FORMAT.COM into your diskette drive. To format the primary system drive, type 
FORMAT C :/S at the DOS command prompt and press ENTER. The /S parameter makes C : the operating system startup 
drive. 


3. To format a second drive (not : C), type format X : /S, where X is the letter of your next new partition. 
Repeat the format process for all the new partitions you have created. 


4, Remove the diskette and reboot your computer. The installation is compiete. 


It your system will not boot up after complete installation, recheck all settings.
